"Western JIarriasc throuç»i East- 
ern Eyes'* is the eubject on which 
Syud Hossain will speak at the Peo- 
ple's Forum tomôrrôvr- evening. Mr. 
Hossain It an eminent Indian orator,- 
well-known to ihre-e continents, and 
a foremost authority on relations be- 
tween the East and West. 

As iilB name indicates fTie speaker 
is a lineal descsndanl of Mohan.incd 
He comes of an aristocratic fanrjily 
whose Prussian ancestcrs settled in 
India during- thç reign of tlit ICmr-.;-- 
pr Jchangcr. i'or many sensratlons 
fhcyT .were ".among tlie. premier no'jil- 
Ity of the la.nd. - 

Prior to coming to America .Syud 
Hossain lecttjred in Paris, and then 
in Ltondon bcfor« a group of members 
Of Parliament. Audiences have aitri- 
L>U;ed to him a compelling eloquence, 
wide knowledge, cosmopolitan sym- 
pathies and rare personal charm. 

Tb« career of th« lecturer was be- 
gun in the British service. He later 
engaged in jourr.nilHm, and fyr a 
number of years coniribuied to the 
•"Kew SKitesman'', "Pall Mall Gaz- 
ette", "Asiatic Quarterly" and others. 
In India h« tva« respectively Associ- 
ate Kdltor and KdItor-ln-Chle£ of 
the "Bombay Chronicle" and the "In- 
dependent" o£ Allahabad. 

In 1920 Mr. Hossain was appointed 
to represent '.ils county at the Nfar 
Kostcm I'eace £/ettlcmcnt. In 1921 he 
attended, tl-.e Vojiiiln^'.on I/.mltatlon 
of ArmanientB ConCcrtiioo as picsa 
reprosentative fyr liis country.

AN ANNUAL PLEA 

HE ANNUAL "BOARD, in a Uudablc effort to ensure the 
appearance of the. Univcrsit.v Year Book at a reasonable 
lias adopted a firm stand in the" matter of establishing a 
deadline. Editors, now long absent from the scat of their la- 
bours have -seen the necessity for this step,, but for one reason 
or another they were never able to set a fiiîàl datiB. Material 
bas been received well past the middle of March with the result 
ihat the book has never .ippeared before the beginning of May. 

This year, however, a rigid deadline has been established. 
Personal biographies and pictures must be in the hands of the 
Board before next Saturday morning, while clubs and societies 
have been granted spefcial grace until February 1st. After these 
•lates the editors will receive no copy regarless of the import- 
ance of the delinquents. 

When it is remembered that two weeks notice has already 
Ijsen ffiven and that deadline is another two weeks in the future, 
it will be seen that the step involves no hardship or unfairness. 
On the final day every executive officer on the Campus will have 
had a full month in which to arrange for a sitting at the photo- 
graplieT's. 

Tardiness will bring its own consequences because the edi- 
tors of the Annual are firm in their decision, and are determine^ 
that their deadline shall be adhered: ts. and that no late copy 
shall be received. In view of these repeated warnings it seems 
inconceivable that any responsible club officer will allow the 
stipulated time to elapse without taking the steps necessary to 
ensure inclusion for his club in the Annual.

This 
is apparently the system in some American colleges, where if by 
isacqident a board member overstepped the letter of the rule Jie 
^QUld vote with the others for his dismissal from college. A 
. cp|isîderati6n of particular circumstances and the weighing of 
hiiman values would seem to be appropriate in the findings of 
any administrators of discipline.

THE YALE ENDOWMENT 

THE thorough-going adoption of a quadrangle system by 
Yale, announced only fifteen months after the refusal to 
try the arrangement, which preceded the gift of Mr. Harknesf; 
to Harvard, is somewhat unexpected. Yale authorities- felt 'twr/ 
years ago that Yale was not ripe for any form of house plan; it 
might fitill be to their advantage if ihey were to proceed more 
slowly than the intended rehousing of the college by 1933-34 in- 
dicates, and to keep a close v,-atcii on the trend of affairs at 
Cambridgej Meanwhile, there may be reciprocal benefits fro^n 
the niethod of trial and error that both Harvard and Yale are 
:np,w,s^j?iind to .em|»loy/ Among those that can be immediately 
cpnsijjeréd are the purposes for which the Yale endowment is to 
be used. 

There has been no precise information as to the type of en- 
dowment that the Harkness gift will provide for Harvard houses. 
'Yale will apply pari of it.s funds to increasing the salaries of res- 
ident instructors, part to student aid that will cover the greater 
cost of living in the new quarters. 

It should be possible to u.se some of this stringless Wyelh. 
betiuest, not only to expand .the Harvard faculty, but to make 
continuance with it more attractive to its pre«ent mepbers, and 
particularly to those house residents who will be most closely 
'in (Contact ^vith .students and whose high quality must be as- 
Vurcd, Nothing could be more dismal than the sight of tjic 
lar-flung Georifiaii halls of Harvard houseç empty because men 
are not attrjicted to them by the caliljre of their reMdents; ^nd, 
whatever the idealistic viev/s of the matter, nothing can guar- 
antee excellence in the staff of residents unies» Harvard is wll- 
llnjK to nay for excellent men. 

The matter of student aid in facing the new c<?3t of living 
must wait for attention at Harvard until the exact gcale of ex- 
,pi2n»e» in houses as compared with the present is known. An ef- 
■fective solution might be the use of the money for a direct en- 
dpvvment of the houses that would eliminate the need of the 
^secondary form of student aid. 

So far as Harvard is concerned, tlie e;itra;ice of Yale in 
;tbe house i-calm should be helpful. With two fields for experi- 
-mentalion, thî chances for c.irly adju.stment of the- errora sur? 
^>^j?ear when the niachinery Is slfrted^ ^re p.mh jfrnti^Jf-

Tho famous Beaver Club ' was 
founded in 17SÎ and I'robish.cr be- 
came its first seorotary. Conditions 
of entry to tliitJ club woro a win'.cr 
Kpejit in the we.st and not one Ijlin k- 
ball. Its brilliant dinners in JJillon'.s 
tavern lagting from 4 in liio sflenioon 
until morning were notabio «vents 
u-iiero great quantities «f food and 
liquor were consumed. 

Benjamin died insolvent in 1787 and 
Tiioiiias followed n.iortly after. In
